Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claim 71 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Berg et al. in 
view of Neaves in U.S. Patent No. 4,698,890. Without conceding the merits of the rejection, 
please note that claim 71 is now canceled without prejudice, rendering the rejection moot. 
Applicants reserve the right to pursue this claim or claims of a similar scope in the future. 

Claim 73 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Berg et al. in 
view of Miller et al. in U.S. Patent Application Pub No. US 2002/0198492. Without 
conceding the merits of the rejection, please note that claim 73 is now canceled without 
prejudice, rendering the rejection moot. Applicants reserve the right to pursue this claim or 
claims of a similar scope in the fiiture.
